TWO WERE KILLED IN 
NOVA SCOTIA WRECK 


Train Jumped Track and Went 
Down © Ten Foot Exnhbankment— 
Spreading Rails Supposed to Have 
Been Cfuse of the Accident. 


Halifax, Feb. 
South Western train from Middleton 
for Linepburg was wrecked 
New Germany this evening. Two men 
were killed and five persons were 
more or leas badly injured. The cars 
took fire and the passenrers were 
rescued through the roof which had 
to be cut. 

The accident, it is thought, 
caused by spreading rails. The 
gine and two or three box cars went 
along all right, but the baggage car 
and passenger car at the rear jumped 
and fell over a ten foot embankment 
lying on their side. 

Within the baggage car were four 
men, and standing on the platfrom 
was Orien Sargent, the baggage mas- 
ter. He was thrown to the ground 
and the car fell on him, causing in- 
siant death. 

People ran to the baggage car and 
opened its doors. They pulled out 
three men and thinking that was all, 
devoted their attention to the passen- 
gers. One man, Lock McLaughlin, 
however, was left and he perished 
in the fire that burned the baggage

after he has passed the base” and the 
other, “That the batter be allowed on 
three balls Instead of four to take) 
lirst base.

Some do not, however, see the ad- 
vuntages to be gained by these pro- 


posed rules. 

Oversliding second or third base js 
not at all the same thing as overslid- 
ing the home plate, through the na- 
ture of the game. The minute a man 
has touched home plate he has com- 
pleted a run; second and third bases 
are merely stopping places —sanctua:- 
ies, as it were, where a man is safe 
as long as he touches the base and no 
longer. To pass a rule that a man 
cannot be put out if he is touch al 
ter having slid over the second ort 
third bag is to reb base running of 
some of its skill at the expense of the 
fielding team, 

It seems that to overslide a base on 
an attempted steal is an error of base 
running just as much as a bad throw 
following perfect fielding is an error 
on the part of the flelder, If Uiis error 
in the former case allows the runner 
to be put out he has no kick coming, 
any more than a fielder has if his bad 
throw allows 4 man to reach a base 
safely. 

Likewise in regard to the proposi- 
tion of reducing the number of bails 
necessary to secure a pass to first base 
the greatest reason for such a change 
seems to be to Make run-getting eas 
ier. Such a change would be clearly 
against the pitcher in favor of the 
batter. But why should the batter 
have any additional advantage given 
to him? And what is more, in giving 
this additional advantage to the bat- 
ter the opportunities for skill on the 
part of the pitcher are lessened £6 per 


cent. 

It is admitted that the problem for 
solution when a batter faces a pitcher 
is largely a mental one Kach man is 
trying to outguess the other. Now at 
the start the pitcher has four balls 
which he can waste. Now if the num. 
ber is decreased to three the batter ts 
at the outset practically in the posi 
tion of having secured one ball with- 
out having to take the chance of let- 
ting it go by

be about right and when a pitcher,
